While the legislature has adjourned 
until June, 1912, much of it will be on 
a fairly constant go during the interim. 
It is probable that no general assem- 
bly ever faced so much recess work as 
the present one. 

In addition to an extra session which 
will have to be held to inaugurate the 
successor to Governor Hoke Smith, per- 
haps one-half the members will have} 
to look after more or less committee 
work during the interim. Added to the 
standing committees which have to 
look after matters during the interim' 
there are about a half dozen special | 
committees charged with making in- 
vestigations of various kinds, 

Ault Committee Important. 

The most important of these, prob- 
ably, is the Ault committee, which will 
investigate the department of agricul- 
ture pending the next session of the 
assembly. This committee held no 
meeting following adjournment. Judge 
I. A. Bush, the chairman, left for his 
home at Pelham Friday morning. Mr. | 
Ault, representative from Polk, vice | 
chairman, was in the city Friday, but 
will return home goon. 

The committee ig awaiting the report 
of the financial operations of the de- 
partment during the term of the pres- 
ent commissioner which is in course of 
preparation, and will not be ready for 
several weeks. 

Commissioner Hudson has been di- 
rected to file the report with. Vice 
Chairman Ault, who in turn will notify 
thes committee, and a meeting of the 
whole or of a subcommittee will be 
held soon thereafter for the purpose of 
discussing the statement and making 
general plans to pursue the investiga- 
tion. ;

It is not likely that hearings will be 
given for a month or more. 

Another committee ithat will have 

plenty of work to do during the recess 
is that appointed to look after Western 
and Atlantic affairs. It will be headed 
either by Senator W. J. Harris or Rep- 
resentative Hooper Alexander, but more 
likely the former, in that he is author 
of the resolution creating it. 
That committee will begin immedi- 
ately to collect data bearing on the 
question of the re-leasing of the proper- 
tiles owned by the state connected with 
the state road. 

The first meeting of the committee 
will be held about October 15, and the 
first matter taken up will be the Chat- 
tanooga terminal situation. 

This committee is encumbered with 
no time limit, and is expected to con- 
tinue as a permanent body.

BRINDLEY BREAKS RECORD 


ULL EAWAUSTED 
ATWOOD ALIGHTS 


After Clipping Off 84 Miles 
of Long Flight 


Atwood Descends Eleven Miles

for the Night---Day’s Jump 
Made With Difficulty, but 
at Great Speed.

Swanville, Pa.. August 18,—What he 
called one jump brought Harry N. 
Atwood, the aviator, from Cleveland, 
Ohio, to Swanville, Pa., this afternoon 
and landed him eighty-four miles near- 
er his destination in hig picturesque 
aeroplane flight from St. Louis to New 
York. Atwood was to have gone on 
to Erie. but a lack of gasoline forced 
him to land here, eleven miles west 
of that city. He came down without 
accident and glided into a corn field 
in the twilight. Hig biplane is moored 
beneath the trees on the lake shore. 

Starting from Cleveland after innu- 
merables delays, he went at terrified 
speed. A fast mail train, which left 
Cleveland twenty minutes after him 
failed to catch up. Atwood gained 
until he was thirty miles ahead of the 
train. 

Salling high over Lake Erie, Atwood, 
after leaving Cleveland, at 4:03 p. m., 
alight in the corn field in Swan- 
ville at 6:10 p. m., his flying time for 
the eighty-four miles from Cleveland, 
and being two hours and seven min- 
utes. 

He is 727 miles from his starting 
point, and 588 miles from New York, 
having been in the air since he left 
last Monday fifteen fours and twenty- 
two minutes. A large portion of to- 
day’s flight was over the lake. 

Start Made With Difficulty. 

Atwod started from Cleveland so 
late in the afternoon that he faced 
a prospect of being overtaken by dark- 
ness. The start was made under great 
difficult?, as he had to ascend from 
a narrow strip of fenced-in sandy 
beach. He glided down hill and al- 
most touching the surf flew out over 
the lake into a treacherous wind. By 
skillful steering, he took a spiral up- 
ward course and later landed in the 
country club golf links. On the golf 
course he made three unsuccessful 
starts before he could rise high 
enough ,to skim over the tree tops.

The world’s record until today was 
10,761 feet, made at Mourmelon, France, 
July 8, 1911. Captain Felix, on Au- 
gust 5, 1911, flew to a height of 11,162 
feet at Etamps, France, but his flight 
has not-yet been made official. Ralph 
Johnston set the American mark at 
Belmont Park, ‘New York, October 3, 
i910, at 10,476 feet. 

W hile Brindley, Howard Gill and 
Beachey were high among the clouds, 
finding comparative safety in their al- 
titude flights, James Ward and Earle| 
Ovongton, flying at rather low levels, 
both had narrow escapes from death. 
The propeller of Ward’s machine broke 
into a hundred pieces as he flew be- 
fore the grandstand. “Pieces of wood 
penetrated and brought his machines 
wobbling to the ground. Ovington, 
with his engine stopped, unable quite 
to reach shore, found a landing place 
in five feet of water, from’ which he 
escaped with no other injury than a 
ducking. 

The altitude events, though un- 
scheduled, proved the most important 
of the day. A wind that blew at 20 miles 
100 feet above the earth was missing

Scrap Over Pages. 

Perhaps the most. remarkable inci- 
dent in the legislative history of Geor- 
gia was the scrap between the house 
and senate Thursday over the appoint- 
ment of pages in the senate. It ap- 
proached a near-scandal and threat- 
ened to bring on an extra session. So 
stubborn were the two bodies that 
three conference committees wrestled 
with the question before it was set- 
tled—and then by compromise. It may 
be an issue when the general assembly 
meets next summer; for there are 
threats of an investigation. 

Two lads figured mightily in the 
controversy. One, a young fellow 
named Ledsinger, son of the lady who, 
for many years, was postmistress of 
the house, brought it on perhaps. 

The law authorizes the appointment 
of six pages for the senate and eight 
in the house at $2 a day each. An 
old statute says they shall be named 
by the secretary of state, but in late 
years the houses have reserved the 
right to dispose.of the. patronage. 
During the past several years, the 
speaker has named those for =the 
house; the messenger appointing the 
senate contingesrt. 

Flynn Hargett, of Columbus, has been 
senate messenger for ten years or 
more. It is alleged that he has found 
the appointment of pages valuable in 
keeping his job Anyway, when the 
finance committee of the senate sought 
to relieve him of it two years ago, he 
appealed to his friends on the floor 
and beat the committee out. 

The other day when the house sought 
to amend the appropriation bill so as 
to have the president of the senate 
name the boys, Mr. Hargett again ap- 
pealed to his friends, and, so far as 
his present term is concerned, beat the 
house out. But he came out of the 
wrangle with a few- bruises, if not 
scars.

Great Struggle Is on in Dead 
Earnest With Prospects of 
an Immediate Truce Admit- 
tedly Unpromising---Police 
and Troops Clash With the 
Strikers in Many Cities.

London, August 18.—Scores of thoué 
sands of railway employees through- 
out the Unitei Kingdom are on strike 
tonight and traffic everywhere is bade 
ly disorganized. 

There has been rioting at Birming- 
ham, Derby, Sheffield and at Llianelly, 
Wales. 

Leaders of the Amalgamated Society 
of Railway Servants declare 220,000 
men, Or nearly half the total of em- 
ployees of the railways of England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales, have an- 
swered their call to stop work. Man- 
agers of the railways, however, say 
these figures are greatly exaggerated, 

There is no method by which verifi- 
cation of either assertion is possible, 
but the fact is apparent that the rail- 
way’ ¢@ervVice Gil over the country is 
completed demoralized, even a limited 
passenger service being possible only 
with the greatest difficulty. Never be- 
fore have the ministers of a British 
government made such earnest efforts 
to ward off a great labor war; yet to- 
night they have been unable to stay 
a@ movement that promises to entail 
inconveniences, possibly —- to mil- 
lions of people, 

London an Armed Camp. 

London has the appearance of an 
armed camp, for on all sides are to be 
seen soldiers in khaki, rifles in hand 
and leaden cartridges in their belts, 
while from the dome of St. Paul's the 
engineers are Keeping in communica- 
tion with the general staff by helio- 
graphic signals in the day time and by 
electric flashes at night. 

Undeterred by their failure on Thurs- 
day to effect a settlement, the whole of 
today was spent by Premier Asquith, 
David Lloyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer, and Sydney Buxton, presi- 
dent of the board of trade, ig fruitless 
conferences with the leaders on both 
sides. 

An official statement issued at the 
home office late today says the strike 
has developed all over the country and 
produced a widespread, though only 
partial, dislocation of the railway 
service.

Proposed Recall of Judges 
for Arizona Eliminated, 


New Mexico Is Instructed to 
Again Vote on a Change 
Designed to Make Constitu- 
tion More Easily Amendable 
in Future. 


Washington, August 18.—Statehood 
for New Mexico and Arizona upon a 
basis acceptable to President Taft, was 
approved by the senate today, through 
the passage of the Flood-Smith reso- 
lution presented by Senator William 
Alden Smith, chairman of the commit- 
tee on territortes. The resolution 
passed 53 to 8, after a debate in which 
the house was charged with evading 
a vote on the president's statehood 
veto, and in which the president was 
charged with trying to coerce the peo- 
ple of Arizona upon tife proposed re- 
call of judges, 

The senate measure will be consid- 
ered in the house tomorrow and that 
body will be able to pass it if it 
chooses to do so without having to 
vote first on a repagsage of the vetoed 
resolution. It might go to the presi- 
dent tomorrow or Monday. 

The New Resolution, 

The new resolution, favored by the 
president, requires that Arizona shall 
eliminate from its new constitution the 
recall of judges provision before it 
shall be admitted to the union. New 
Mexico is instructed to vote again 
on a change in its constitution design- 
ed to make that act more easily 
amendable in the future; but it is not 
made a condition of New Mexico's 
statehood that the people approve the 
change suggested by congress. 

The vetoed resolution rested in the 
house of representatives without ac- 
tion. 

Despite many objections to the reso- 
lution, all democrats voted for it ex- 
cept Senators Bailey of Texas and 
Penrose of Ohio. The republicans who 
voted against it were: Bourne of Ore- 
gon, Brandegee of Connecticut, Bris- 


tow of Kansas, Clapp of Minnesota, 
Cummins of Iowa and Heyburn of 
Idaho. 

It was apparent that the vetoed state- 
hood resolution could not have been 
repassed by a two-thirds vote in either} 
house.

$80,000 made by the senate and the 
postponement of the extra appropria- 
tions to the school fund until 1913 
makes it possible to handle the ex- 
penditures for 1912 without seriously 
crippling the state financially. 

‘tue special appropriations can He 
over until the session next year, when, 
according’ to the governor, the legis- 
lature can either reduce them if there 
is not sufficient money to pay them, 
or provide the necessary revenue for 
meeting them: 

Governor Smith does not indorse the 
action of the legislature in anticipat- 
ing an increage in the 
state in making appropriations. 

As the two constitutional amend- 
ments designed fo aid the financial 
condition of the state, by increasing 
the. borrowing power of tue governor 
and requiring corporations to pay thefr 
taxes by the first of September, do not 
become effective until ratified in the 
next general election, the teachers will 
be compelled to wait for their money 
this year as usual.

President Purvis Testifies 
the Southern Loan 
Case. 


President Purvis’ testimony and the 
evidence given by Attorney J. E. Mc- 
Clelland, who has long been attorney 
for the Southern Loan & Trust Co., 
were the features of the session of in- 
quiry into the charges against the 
officers of the company yesterday. 

On the stand President Purvis gave 
a history of the Southern Loan & Trust 
Co. He declared that the company 
never attempted to juggle loans, and 
that its every promise had been made 
in good faith. He recounted the visit 
of Postoffice Inspector Bannerman te 
the offices of the Loan & Trust Co., 
and what transpired. The president 
was of the opinion that the postoffice 
inspector approved the contract when 
amended. President Purvis declared 
there would never have been a ques- 
tion as to the company's ability to 
carry out its contracts fully but for 
the frequent laweuits recently filed 
against it by dissatisfied contract 
holders, 

John E. McClelland took the witness 
Stand to tell of his visit to Washing- 
ton as legal representative of the com- 
pany after Inspector Bannerman had 
submitted his report. Mr. McClelland 
says he called first at the postoffice 
department with a letter of introduc- 
tion to Assistant Postmaster General 
McGraw, with whom he discussed the 
situation fully, when it was ascertained 
that the entire matter had been re- 
ferred to the department of justice. 
Mr. McClelland then visited the de- 
partment of justice and was referred 
to one of the assistants to the attorney 
general, with whom he went over the 
whole matter, the postoffice inspector's 
report included. The conference was 
lengthy, the assistant attorney general 
patiently and carefully going into ev- 
ery detail of the case, and making 
many inquiries about the company and 
the men conducting it. Finally, he 
was instructed by the departmental at- 
torney to come home, amend the con- 
tract as suggested, and send him on a 
completed copy as seen as the work 
had been completed. After reaching 
home Mr. McClelland perfected the 
contract, the one since in use, and 
sent it on to the department of justice. 
Within a few days, he said, he received 
from the department in Washington a 
letter informing him that the contract 
was in no way contrary to any postal 
law or any other kind of federal 
Statute, and that he had shown that 
letter to President Purvis, ang then 
the contract now complained of was 
promulgated. 

“Where is that letter, Mr. McClel- 
land?” asked the assistant district at- 
torney. 

“It hag been lost in some manner, 

but there is on file in the department 
of justice at the national capital a 
copy of that letter. You are well aware, 
Mr. Henley, that all departmental of- 
ficers keep copies of all letters of that 
kind, and you can find it there if you 
wish to ask for it.” 
Just before 4 o’clock the session of 
the inquiry was adjourned until this 
morning to allow Mr. McClelland to 
attend a committee meeting of the 
general council.

As if to increase existing inefficiency in the railway mail serv- 
ice between Atlanta and New Orleans, announcement is made by 
the postoffice department at Washington that full-length mail cars 
will no longer be operated between Atlanta and New Orleans. The 
full-length car southbound will be stopped at Montgomery and the 
mail will be transferred to a dinky car; again another change must 
be made at Mobile and the mail transferred to still another car for 
the run to New Orleans, . ‘ 

The mail service between Atlanta and New Orleans has been 
bad enough of late and this continued curtailment, will make it in- 
finitely worse. For the first time in many years there is to be no 
through fast mail car service between New Orleans and Atlanta, the 
two most important cities of the south. : 

Even before the: discontinuance of the through car service the 
force of sixty operating clerks on this division of the railway postal 
service was reduced almost one-third, necessitating the abandonment 
of the long-existing custom of distributing New Orleans mail before 
it reached that city; and Atlanta mail before it reached here. It is 
all the overworked and underpaid postal clerks-can do to transfer 
mail for distributing points, It is said to be absolutely impossible 
for them to’attend to local distribution so that when this mail 
reaches Atlanta and New Orleans it will be ready for immediate 
city distribution, Under the present sysem, mail for either New 
Orleans, Atlanta or Montgomery is delivered in bulk for elty dis- 
tribution after it reaches the postoffice. This entails a loss of sev- 
eral hours and if the business men of these cities are now getting 
their mail from six to eight hours late, they can attribute it to the 
insane policy of the postoffice department to esonomize at the ex- 
pense of efficiency. 

In the meantime, do the business men of Atlanta, Montgomery 
and New Orleans propose to lay supinely upon their backs and see 
the mail service go from bad to worse without protest? 

There is not a business heuse in Atlanta which is not receiving 
the most inefficient mail service that Atlanta has had for twenty 
years. In many instances the result of the changes instituted by 
the department cause a day’s delay in the distribution of mails. The 
worst part of it all is that the service is becoming more inefficient 
with the issuance of every new order “for economy’s sake.” 

Southern senators and representatives can do no better service 
for their constituents than to insist that the postoffice department 
be put back on a basis of working efficiency. The miserable service 
now being rendered is costing the people of this section hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually. It is up to the business men of 
Atlanta through their chamber of commerce to take organized action 
with the view of putting the mail service back to a basis of reason- 
able efficiency. If something is not done to that end the dis- 
organization and demoralization produced by the present penny- 
wise and pound-foolish policy of the postoffice department will 
cost the people of this section a hundred fold more than the pittance 
saved to the government by the department’s miserly attitude.

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REDUCTIONS SHOULD BE GRADUAL. 


The democratic national platform demand for “gradual reduc- 
tions” in tariff schedules to the revenue point seems to have been 
entirely lost sight of by the democratic house in framing the wool 


and cotton bills. , 

Regardless of how high the rates of protection, or how unjust 
to the nation’s consumers, the democratic platform recognized the 
fact that sudden and sweeping revisions would be not only unwise, 
but might be extremely dangerous. 

Admitting that high protection is an unfair policy and an ini- 
quitous policy, it has been one which nevertheless had the sanc- 


tion of law, and the interests which have prospered under it cannot 
be treated as unlawful corporations because they waxed fat under 
those laws. 

The knife must be applied, and the stimulant be diminished, but 
it should be done gradually, or the after effects may be extremely 
bad. The business of the country can no more readjust itself in- 
stantly to a condition under which the stimulus to which it has 
been accustomed is removed than the victim of a drug can survive 
the complete prohibition of an habitual dose.

THE EDUCATIONAL BILL 


State Superintendent Goes 
Fully Into Provisions 
of the New Law. 


In view of the general interest in 
the educational bill which has just 
become law State School Commission- 
er M. L. Brittain, who becomes state 
supefintendent of schools, has prepar- 
ed the following outline of this impor- 
tant school measure: 

“The features of the bill may be 
briefly grouped under six heads,” said 
Mr. Brittain. 

“1. In place of the old state board 
of education, composed mainly of ex- 
officio members, there is now a body 
increased as to number, duties and 
On this board are the gOvV- 
ernor, state superintendent of schools 
and four men appointed by the gov- 
ernor. At least three of these men 
shall have had practical experience 
and be of high standing in education- 
al work, They receive a nominal sal- 
ary of $250,000 annually. The state 
board provides rules and courses of 
study for the schools of the state with 
the exception of the independent mu- 
nicipal systema. 

Is Made Superint 


“8. The state school commissioner 
is made state superintendent of schools 
and in addition to previous duties is 
Secretary and executive agent of the 
new state board, recefving a salary of 
$3,000 annually. Eligibility for this 
office under the new law requires three 
years practical experience as'a teach- 
er, or a diploma from a college or nor- 
mal school and high educational stand- 
ing in the state. He has the power 
to suspend a county superintendent 
for neglect of duty or misconduct and 
is charged with the enforcement of 
the rules and regulations of the state 
board, : 

“3. The title of county school com- 
missioners is changed to county su- 
perintendent of schools. The minimum 
salary is $450 annually, with the pro- 
vision of $150 for expenses besides. 
This official is required to visit every 
school in his county at least once 
every sixty days. There is no limit 
to the maximum selary as provided by 
the old law and hence a county board 
of education has the right of a city 
or town board to pay the superinten- 
dent in accordance with the value of 
his services. This new law does not

“At a recent meeting of the city 
council Alderman Maddox introduced 
a resolution providing for the sale 
of the present Boys’ High school 
building and the erection of a 
new building in Piedmont Park or in 
some other suitable location. The 
resolution was referred to the board 
of education, and is now in the hands 
of President Eugene M. Mitchell, who 
will present it to the board at their 
next monthly meeting, Thursday, Au- 
gust 24, 

“In my opinion the resolution of 
a Maddox is timely and sensi- 

e. 

“The present building was erected 
about sixteen years ago, and was suf+ 
ficient toaccommodate about 200 boys, 
the enrollment at thattime. Three years 
ago the enrollment had increased to 
400, and it was found necessary on ac- 
count of lack of space to divide the 
school. The technological department 
which then comprised about one-third 
of the school was moved to the Mari- 
etta street school, and is now known 
as the Tech High school. Since the 
removal of this department the school 
has continued to grow until every 
available room in the building has 
been filled, including the five tem- 
porary rooms which have been built 
in the assembly hall to accommodate 
the overflow. 

“The Boys’ High school has increas- 
ed its literary course to four years in 
order to meet the college entrance re- 
quirements. The board of education 
has recently provided for the estab- 
lishment of a physical laboratory, in 
order that physics might be added to 
the curriculum of the school. This 
calls for more space. 

“The Boys’ igh school has a well 
established two-year commercial 
course. The graduates are sustain- 
ing themselves in the best business 
houses of Atlanta. The school is in 
need of more room and better equip- 
ment for this growing department. 

“In addition to being cramped for 
space in the building the school is de- 
prived of playgrounds. The boys are 
forced to stand in the streets adjoining 
the building during recess.

So It Is Reported at Meeting 
of Eighth District Phy- 
sicians. 


Athens, Ga., avant 18.—(Special.)-— 
Out of fifty cases of pellagra reported 
by the physicians in attendence upon 
the Eightn District Medical Society at 
Washington this week, it was a mat- 
ter of interest and surprise to the doc- 
tors themselves to discover that only 
two were male patients. The canvass 
of the practices of the doctors showed 
that generally over the country, while 
perhaps not altogether in this heavy 
proportion, most of the cases are 
among women—mature at that. 

The physicians discussed various 
remedies, but found that experience 
has shown none to be satisfactory. 
The doctors of this and of the other

CENTRAL ROAD TO AID 
IN IMPROVING FARMS 


Will Establish Fifteen Experi- 
ment Stations in Georgia 
and Alabama. 


Savannah, Ga., August 18.—(Special.) 
An important project for the advance- 
ment of scientific farming in Georgia 
and Alabama was undertaken by the 
Central of Georgia railway this fall. 
To provide an opportunity for a prac- 
tical test of the farming methods ad- 
vocated by the agricultural colleges 
of these two states and to supplement 
and assist the work of the extension 
in the progress of thee colleges, the 
Central, through its agricultural de- 
partment, will establish fifteen farms 
along its line of road. 

The plan followed will be similar to 
that of the Oklahoma board of agri- 
culture, Immigration Agent J. F. 
Jackson, of the Central road, recently 
went to Oklahoma and made a study 
of the test farms there, The Central 
will enter into partnership with fif- 
teen farmers, who own land at differ- 
ent points along the line to farm 40 
acres of their land in accordance with 
plans and general ideas which have 
been worked out by the agricultural 
college. 

Every effort will be put forward to 
prove just how much net money may 
be made on well-balanced farm, prop- 
erly cultivated under the most ap- 
proved methods, with proper rotation 
of crops and with such variety of 
same’ as will produce as nearly as pos- 
sible all of the food stuff required on 
the farm, while at the samie time in- 
creasing the production of crops and 
natural fertility of the land. 

A trained and competent agricultur- 
ist will be employed by the Central, 
and he will call upon the farmers se- 
lected to make these tests at least 
twice a month to advise with them as 
to the carrying out of the work, On 
account of the different local condi- 
tions it is probable that the plans for 
no two of the farms will be alike. 
Each farmer, therefore, has the ben- 
efit of expert supervision and a plan 
provided especially adapted to meet 
the articular requirements of his 
own home farm.

ATLANTA TO GULF 
ROUTE PLANNED 


New Highway Proposed at 
Meeting of Georgia-Ala- 
bama Roads Committee. 


Richland, Ga., August 18,—(Special.) 
At the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Georgia-Alabama Good 
Roads Association, helqg at Richland 
Plans were made for another national 
highway, known ag the Atlanta-Guif 
highway, which will connect two of 
the south’s greatest cities, Atlanta, the 
metropolis of Georgia, and Mobile, the 
Sreat seaport on the gulf. 

Richland has the honor of being the 
promoter of the highway and has ex- 
tended every effort to further the 
project. At a good roads meeting held 
at Eufaula an association known as 
the Georgia-Alabama Good Roads As- 
sociation was formed for the purpose 
of securing the highway and a meet- 
ing was called for August 16 to be helg 
at Richland to definitely decide upon 
the route. The route through Georgia 
chosen by the executive committee of 
the association will follow the Ander- 
sonville-Thomasville route from At- 
lanta to Americus, then will go via 
Plains, Preston, Richland, Lumpkin, 
Georgetown to Eufaula. Ala. 

The Alabama link of the highway 
has not as yet been decided upon, but 
work will begin on the Georgia divis- 
ion at once and connect with the Ala- 
bama link at Eufaula. 

This interstate highway will pass 
through some of the richest section of 
the two states and will be of great 
advantage to that territory. 

The completion of this route will af- 
ford a continuous chain of roads from 
the gulf through Alabama via Atlanta- 
Gulf highway, through Georgia via 
Andersonville-Thomasville highway 
into Tennessee via Atlanta-Chattanoo- 
ga highway to Atlanta. The Atlanta- 
Gulf highway will also connect with 
the Atlanta Journal-New York Herald 
national highway, thus-wiving a net- 
work of roads throughout the gulf 
and Atlantic states. 

The Richland Board of Trade en- 
tertained the association and visitors 
with a barbecue. Over 6,000 people 
were present and all were loud in 
their praise of the hospitality re- 
ceived.

There were hints today that the 
near future might inject a new and 
highly important interest in that prop- 
erty—an interest which had often op- 
posed the plans of the Harriman fac- 
tion.

In the case of the wool tariff re- 
vision, the disapproval by the execu- 
tive of the measure has apparently 
brought out gore confident buying 
of goods and of raw material, with 
some hardening values. Most activity 
in distributive trade is shown in dry 
goods and kindred lines, groceries and 
fall supplies generally. Trade at best, 
however, is only fair and demand waits 
upon real or expected consumption to 
and extent not often witnessed at this 
season. Not all lines of trade are 
equal in showing expansion. 

The close interdependence of inter- 
national trade is shown in the less 
satisfactory reports received as to 
some branches of export and import 
trade, which are feeling the effects of 
the labor conflict in Great Britain with 
the consequent interruption of or con- 
gestion in the usual channels. Grain, 
provisions and manufactured lines ex- 
ported are most affected by the regula~- 
tions adopted by some steamship com-- 
panies pending the strike settlement, 
and even some lines of import trade 
note cumulative effects of past inter- 
ruptions to traffic in this country’s 
greatest customers territory. 

Although production of finished 
stee] is of goodly volume, there is 
rather less doing in the way of new 
business and reports of price cuttin 
are more numerous. Buyers in genera 
are conservative and it is said that 
attractive business would bring out 
lower quotations.

Hester’s Visible Supply. 

New Orleans, August 18.—Secretary Hester's 
statement of the world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton made up from special cable and telegraphic 
advices compares the figures of this week with 
last week, last year and the year before. It 
shows a decrease for the week just closed of 
86,240 against a decrease of 111.181 last year 
and a decrease of 125,952 year before last. 

The total visible is 1,588,923 against 1,625. - 
163 last week, 1,542,335 last year and 2,032,845 
year before last. Of this the total of American 
cotton is 732,923 against 732,163 last week 784, 
3835 last year and 1,506,845 year before last, 
and of all other kinds tncluding Egypt, Brazil, 
India, etc., 856,000 against 898,000 last week, 
758,000 last year and 526,000 year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton as 
above shows a decrease compared with last week 
of 26,240, an increase compared with last year 
of 46,588 and a decrease compared with year 
before last of 443,922. 

Of the world’s visible supply of cotton as above 
there {is now afloat and held in Great Britain 
and continental Europe 846,000 against 754.,- 
000 last year and 1,501,000 year before last; in 
Egypt 62,000 against 38,000 last year and 56,- 
000 year before last; in India 453,000 against 
475,000 last year and 217,000 year before last, 
and in the United States 228,000 against 275,000 
last year and 259,000 year before last.

New York, August 18.—The strained situation 
in the sugar market showed no abatement, and 
local interesta would not be surprised if stil! 
higher prices were witnessed for both raw and 
refined before the culmination of the fall cam- 
paign. Refiners are by no means anxious to put 
up the price of their products, but have no 
alternative !f raw sugar continues to rise. Pur- 
chases were made at 4.92 cents, duty pal4, New 
York, with holders subsequently asking prac- 
tically five cents for their Iimited offerings. 
There can be little profit on the 5.75 cent less 
2 per cent figure quoted by some interests for 
standard granulated for prompt shipment, though 
inasmuch as only distributors without contracts 
can purchase, the volume booked is smal]. De- 
liveries are from one to three weeks behind 
and since withdrawals are heavy there is Ilit- 
tle prospect of refiners catching up. Some 
brokers intimated that the latter are not anx- 
fous to make prompt shipment, since by hold- 
tug over they defer the inevitable. Being ad- 
mittedly short of raw sugar, the policy of re- 
finers will be to keep down activity in granu- 
lated as best they can until October, when doe- 
mestic beets will come on the market. They are 
already being quoted for delivery in that month 
at 20 points under the local price for cane
